Large Increase in the 


Production of Chromic 
Iron Ore 


Chromic iron ore is extensively used 


In making colors and dyes and refrac- 
tory materials as well as for alloys in 
making steel for armor plate, projec- 
tiles and high speed tools, and the de- 
mand for it has greatly increased since 
the war in Enrope began. 


The chromic ore mines of the Pacific 
coast have been recently examined by 
J. S. Diller of the United States geolog- 
ical survey, who reports af remarkable 
increase in production since the trans- 
continental railroads have so reduced 
freight rates as to enable the chrome 
ore produced on the Pacific coast to 
compete with the ore imported o,u the 
Atlantic border. 


For many years California has been 


the only state, producing chromtte,' and 
it is stiLL_the chief producer. 
Its pro- 


duction is far greater than ever before. 
Its output during the first six months 
of 1316 was more than three times the 
greatest annual yield of former years 
and is still increasing. 
The chief pro- 


ducing areas are "^the belts of serpentine 
in the. Sierra Nevada and Coast ranges, 
which are distributed through a score 
of counties. Shasta county is still the 
greatest producer 
and 
contains 
the 


largest ore body yet discovered in tlie 
state. 


Nearly all chrome ore Is taken out of 


open quarries. 
Most of the ore bodies 


are small and- are lenticular In shape. 
containing from 1 to 200 long tons of 
ore. Few contain as much as a thou- 
sand long tons of ore, and many are 
the source of blasted hopes in those 
who exploit them with great expecta- 
tions. 


Bodies of chrome ore have recently 


been discovered in different parts of 
Oregon, where production has already 
begun. The development of some prom- 
ising bodies is awaited with much in- 
terest

tries to promulgate this week a set of 
suecreMiotifi for ihe protection of 10,- 
<><»> to lo.cioil persons In the state snli- 
Jci:t lo infection through their em- 
ployment.

to

da riot's, mid as-shi it is a ca^e of new 
problems arising out of the war. 


Woo! sorters' disease is the name for- 


merly »ivf-n aiuhrax. because it was

but its .Massachusetts victims

been among those, handling hides at 
docks and tanneries as well as those 
handling wool and brus), bristles. 


Hides whh-li formerly went to Kll- 


roiio from the Orient and which now 


Iconic! to this country, are, said to he 


the most frequently infected. 
Hides 


coming to America are supposed to lie 
thoroughly disinfected, but at some 
ports from which they ara shipped 
here there are no American consuls to 
certify the disinfection. 
Xo law for- 


bids the interstate shipment of infect- 
ed hides in this country. 


The first case of human anthrax in 


Massarhusetls came 10 ihe attention 
of Ihe board through an item in a 
newspaper July i, 1915, which stated 
that a man had been taken to (he Re- 
lief hospital suffering from "injury to 
tho brain." The autopsy showed that 
the man died from anthrax. 


Every case must now he reported to 


the state hoard of labor and. industries 
so that the progress of the disease is 
easily determined. 
There have been 


22 cases since Jan. 1, and five deaths. 
Medical examiners have made this find- 
ins in each of the five cases. 


"The disease is serious and the num- 


ber of cases has totaled up surprising- 
ly large, hut with these suggestions 
and the co-operation of employers 
it 


should he easily 
handled 
with few 


more serious cases," eaid Commission- 
er Edv,'in Mulready, yesterrt?y.

LONDON, July 28, 12.03 a. m.—Wal- 


ter Hines Page, tho American ambas- 
sador, has cahled to the state depart- 
ment at Washington tho text of a. let- 
ter from the foreign office regarding 
the feeding of the civilian populations 
in Poland and other territory occu- 
pied by the Germans. 
The letter, 


which haB been given out for publica- 
tion in newspapers of London today, 
says: 


"His Majesty's government desires to 


settle once for all the whole question 
of tho 
importation of foodstuffs 
into 


territory in the occupation of the en- 
emy. 
Therefore, it makes the follow- 


ing final proposal: 


"If the. German and Austro-Hun- 


garian governments will reserve wholly 
to the civil populations of occupied 
territories the entire produce of the 
soil, all livestock and all stocks of food, 
fodder and fertilizers In those terri- 
tories, and If they will admit to those 
territories neutrals selected by the 
president of the United States with 
full powers to control the distribution 
of food to the whole population and to 
transfer from one territory to another 
surplus stocks existing 
in 
one and 


lacking In the other, and if the presi- 
dent of the United States wilt under- 
take the selection of these agents, his 
majesty's government will give them 
every assistance and admit Into such 
territories 
any 
imported food sup- 


plies necessary to supplement native 
stocks, and afford the population a fair 
subsistence ration, as long as it is sat- 
isfied that the enemies arc scrupu- 
lously observing 
their

agreement. 


"If this offer is refused or a reply 


delayed until the harvest In the occu- 
pied territory begins to be gathered, 
his majesty's government .will

life lost through Insufficient nourish- 
ment In the territory occupied."

On Saturday afternoon Company M 


assembled in its new mess hall and 
dedicated it in a most fitting manner 
by electing Lieut.
